duck shooting season, scheduled 
to begin tomorrow noon, appeared 
likely as a result of erratic con- 
centration of waterfowl in this 
area, the effect of the summer’s 
drought and the prospect of blue- 
bird- weather——fair and warm. 

Despite the greatest duck pop- 
ulation in the last 20 years, the 
Mississippi flyway has not yet 
benefited fully from the mass 
migration expected because there 
has been no far-reaching cold 
front to send the fine-feathered 


force. 

“If,” said Frank Bellrose, Tfi- 
nois game specialist, “the hunter 
can reach the right spots, he'll 
have good shooting early, but the 


—usually don’t begin until about 
Nov. 1.” 

Bellrose, completing an aerial 
census of waterfowl, 
counted 140,000 ducks in t 
nois River Valley and only 18,000 
in the Mississippi Valley between 
Rock Island and Alton, Ill. The 
figures represented an increase of 
57,000 in the Illinois Valley, but 
a decrease of 50,000 in the Mis- 
sissippi area over his first flying 
bill-counting a year ago when a 
45-day season opened six days 
later. , 

Better Food In Mlinois, 

“The explanation,” said Bell- 

rose, “is that there’s far better 
food in the Illinois Valley than 
in the Mississippi.” 
The over-all preliminary cen- 
sus actually showed more ducks 
than for the opening of the 
season a year ago, but greater 
concentration in favored areas, 
the game specialist emphasized. 
Bellrose and Paul Tulenko, the 
Missouri Conservation Commis- 
sion’s game officer, reached the 
same conclusion that until there 
is ample rainfall, shooting along 
rivers will be poor because of 
low water in sloughs, potholes, 
etc., and: because of better feed- 
ing conditions in fields. 

“The mallard, which makes up 
about 60 per cent of our duck 
population, is feasting inland on 
corn left by mechanical pickers 
at harvest-time,” said Bellrose. 
“He hasn‘t had to rely on natural 
food sources at water’s edge.” 

For St. Louis-area hunters, 
Bellrose offered this summary of 
his aerial findings: 

The Batchtown (Ill.) refuge 
near the Winfield (Mo.) dam had 
500 mallards, 750 pintails 
about 50 green-winged teal Thurs- 
day night. The Stump Lake area 
across from Pere Marquette Park, 
three miles up from Grafton, II1., 
had 2000 mallards, 400 pintails.

Two Good Men for Governor 


The nents of Missouri al ss on many 
candidacies for office two weeks from Tuesday 
and each race has its own value. The three most 
important are the contests for President, for 

As we have said previously, the Post-Dispatch 
believes that on the basis of their campaigns 
Gov. Stevenson stands out clearly as the pref- 
erable choice in his race against Gen. Eisen- 
hower. We also have made it plain that we think 
the best interests of Missouri and the natian will 
be served by refiring Senator James P. Kem of 
the “Class of '46” and sending progressive, for- 
ward-looking Stuart Symington to Washington 
for the next six years. 

Today we atidress ourselves to the question of 
the race for the governorship between former 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, Democrat, 
and State Representative and former Speaker 
Howard Elliott of Ladue, Republican. 

Last June 15, in advance of the state primary, 
we reviewed the two fields with a total of seven 
candidates, all hopimg to reach the office of 
Governor. We said that in our opinion Phil 
Donnelly was the better qualified man on the 
Democratic ticket. We said that Howard Elliott 
was best qualified among five Republicans. 

. - . 

On primary day the voters of the two parties 
went to the polls and agreed. They nominated 
Mr. Elliott and Mr. Donnelly to oppose each 
other. The records of the two men show why 
that happened. 

Before he became Governor, Mr. Donnelly 
served in the Legislature for 22 years. Twenty 
of these were in the State Senate where he be- 
came an influential member. 

As Governor, Mr. Donnelly was a oT 
executive. He knew the powers and responsi- 
bilities of his office. He did not hesitate to 
speak out and to act. As Missourians will re- 
member, this quality in his character caused 
him to be both much criticized and much praised. 

Mr. Donnelly is remembered for his outstand- 
ing police boards for St. Louis and Kansas City. 
But it was not enough for him to appoint police 
commissioners in whom he had full confidence. 
He was determined to have law enforcement 
in the areas around large cities as well as in the 
cities themselves. 

In his view the State Highway Patrol was set 
up to hélp the Governor enforce the law and so 
he did not hesitate to use the state police when 
he found out about local laxity. He caused the 
Green Hills Country Club, near Kansas City, to 
be raided just like any other gambling joint. 
It made no difference to Mr. Donnelly that it 
was owned, in part, by the late Charles Bi- 
naggio, then a Democratic boss. 

” +” - 

Phil Donnelly hit the illegal handbook gentry 
their hardest blow in Missouri. He, with the 
support of Attorney General J. T. Taylor, eaused’ 
the Southwestern Bell Telephone Co, to stop its 
telephone service which provided betting shops 
with the racing information and results from the 
Pioneer News Service of St. Louis and the 
Harmony Publishing Co. of Kansas City. 

These unlawful operations were tied in with 
the Capone syndicate of Chicago. The financial 
stake was a big one and so there was a long legal 
hattle. The Governor of Missouri, however, was 
determined. He stuck to his guns and in the end 
the telephone service was stopped. 

Mr, Donnelly took a strong stand against a 
union for employes of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment. It was his position that a policeman’s 
union would be illegal and contrary to the pub- 
lic interest since one was barred by a rule of 
the Police Board. He also sponsored state public 
utility strike legislation of the general kind 
eventually enacted in the King-Thompson law. 

For these stands, Mr. Donnelly was both vio- 
lently criticized and generously praised. A test 
case on the policeman’s union issue went to the 
Supreme Court and the Donnelly view was 
upheld. 

* * . 

Mr. Donnelly explained in very simple terms 
his position on limiting the right to strike of 
public utility workers. He said that the public 
has its rights just as labor and capital have 
rights. Noting that public utility strikes might 
and sometimes did result from irresponsible 
leadership, Mr. Donnelly said that the public 
health and safety must be protected. 

When some labor leaders said he was the 
“enemy” of workers. Mr. Donnelly answered by 
saying that safeguards for the public were safe- 
guards for workers since workers inevitably were 
part of the public. As time has passed, many 
union leaders have come to regard Mr. Donnelly 
with a longer perspective. Last summer he was 
warmly commended by several labor officials. 

In 1946 Mr. Donnelly was the center of a 
storm over the terms on which the Missouri 
State Employment Service was to be returned 
from federal to state management after World 
War II. He objected te what he regarded as 
arbitrary federal dictation and for a while it ap- 
peared that Missouri might lose some federal 
funds as a result. Again Mr. Donnelly held his 
ground. The agreement which settled the con- 
troversy was not far from the Donnelly position. 

7. * ~~ 

Another Donnelly controversy which upset the 
calm of Jefferson City was that which followed 
his dismissal, when they refused to resign. of 
the members of the State Board of Training 
Schools. The board was working hard under 


very difficult conditions and it was the view of 


many that they deserved support rather than 
ouster. 

Mr. Donnelly saw it otherwise. He had ap- 
pointed the board and when it was responsible 
came the scandal over conditions at the school 
for Boys at Boonville. So he started over. His 
second board obtained help for this institution 
for young unfortunates. As a consequence of this 
new interest, some long overdue improvements 
have been achieved. 

As Governor, Mr. Donnelly did not hesitate to 
use the veto power. We think he made a mis- 
take when he turned down a bipartisan State 
Park Board, but it may well be that a still better 
bill will now be passed by he next Legislature. 

In any case, many of the Donnelly vetoes were

For that 
was exactly what he would have to do. 

One of Mr. Donnelly’s less clearly remem- 
bered services was in blecking the construction 
of several high dams on Missouri streams. In 
each instance he took the position that any bene- 
fits would be more than canceled by losses.

Mr. Elliott has served in the Legislature for 
16 years. That in itself is unusual in view of the 
fact that he is now only 47 years old. One of his 
early responsibilities in the House was to assist 
the Democratic Governor in 1939, Lieyd C. 
Stark, in obtaining passage of legislation to take 
the Kansas City Police Board out of the hands of 
the Pendergast machine. There were not nearly 
enough Democratic votes for the bill. Mr. Elliott 
recruited Republican votes in the interest of 
good government and the bill was passed in the 
face of Democratic opposition to Gov. Stark. 

Two years later, as Republican floor leader. 
Mr. Elliott directed the efforts of his party in 
the House to block the attempt of the Demo- 
cratic state boases to steal the office of Governor 
from Forrest C. Donnell. That battle was a land- 
mark in Missouri and Howard Elliott was with 
the Democratic State Supreme Court and the 
Democratic Governor in helping bring it to a 
people’s victory_in the end.

As Speaker of the House in the 1945-46 Legis- 
lature, Mr. Elliott supervised the adoption in the 
House of hundreds of bills required to revise 
state Jaws and reorganize state departments in 
line with the State Constitution adopted in 1945. 
It has been said that as a consequence, he prob- 
ably knows the new State Constitution better 
than some who wrote it. 

The whole state is indebted te Mr. Elliott for 
his efforts in behalf of a non-political state park 
system. He is opposed to the outmoded and 
wasteful concessioner scheme which allots to the 
state but 5 cents out of every $1 of state park 
income and leaves it up to the concessioner to 
keep up the park as he sees fit, with few if any 
questions asked. 

Missouri can be sure that should Mr. Elliott 
he elected, this problem of renovation of the 
state park system would have prompt and 
thoughtful attention. 

Not all of Mr. Elliott’s votes are to his credit. 
He marred his record, for example, when he 
voted against the bill to give the St. Louis Alder- 
men authority to levy an earnings tax and‘ he 
was not recorded on the bill to increase the state 
gasoline tax from 2 to 3 cents a gallon. Off- 
setting such entries as these are his efforts in 
behalf of the Bi-State Development Agency and 
other legislative causes in behalf of the St. Louis 
area or the state as a whole.

It was 1912. Robert Somers 
Brookings, who has been de- 
scribed as the man most respon- 
sible for Washington University’s 
greatness, had finished a pilgrim- 
age to medical schools the world 
over, and was said to know more 
about medical -education than 
any other layman in the country.

He knew his goal, and with 
characteristic directness and. self- 
sacrifice, once assuming respon- 
sibility or even interest in a 
project, lost no time in reach- 
ing it.

Ten years before, a prominent 
and successful business man, he 
had reached the peak of his busi- 
mess career and asked himself

The latter was his decision and, 
with the purpose of giving oppor- 
tunity, rather than gifts with no 
return, which he viewed as mor- 
ally pauperizing to the recipient, 
he decided that education would 
be the object of his endeavor. 

Brought Rejuvenation. 

Washington University, which 
had been struggling along since 
its founding in 1853, captured 
Brookings’ attention and it was 
the rejuvenation he fostered in 
the school at the turn of the cen- 
tury—a new campus, new build- 
ing, new endowments, new cur- 
riculum—that is referred to as 
its refounding. 

To the support of Robert S. 
Brookings, and of the friends he 
interested in the university, the 
school, its students and the com- 
munity owe its present status as 
the focal point of Midwest edu- 
cation. 

Born in 1850 in Cecil county, 
Md., Brookings came to St. Louis 
when he was 16, obtained a $25-

By 1872 he was full partner in 
the business, to which he devoted 
all his energy in the next two 
decades, making the firm the 
largest in the country and build- 
ing a personal fortune.

School Policy 
Stated Anew at 
100-Year Mark 


At the inauguration ceremony 
of Washington University on April 
23, 1857, William Greenleaf Eliot, 
in his capacity of president of 
the university's corporation, de- 
scribed the purposes of the new 
institution as follows: 

“Washington University is also 
a name admirably adapted to the 
plan proposed, namely, the estab- 
lishment of an American univer- 
sity upon the broad foundation 
of republican and Christian 
principles, free from the trammels 
of sect and party; a university 
for the people whom Washington 
served; to educate the rising gene- 
rations in that love of country and 
of our whole country, which the 
Farewell Address of Washington 
inculates, and in that faithfulness 
to God and truth which made 
Washington great.” 

Later in the inauguration cere- 
mony Edward Everett, who de- 
livered the inaugural address, 
said: 

“The cause in which you are 
engaged is that of civilization, of 
virtue, of truth and of religion. 
The influences you seek to 
strengthen are those which in 
three. centuries have brought our 
beloved America... to her honor- 
able position in the family of 
nations.” 


Essentially Unchanged. 


These two statements reliably 
describe the original objectives 
of Washington University. 


After a century, the intentions 
of the university remain essen- 
tially unchanged. Last year, at the 
suggestion of members of the uni- 
|versity’s corpqration, Chancellor 
‘Arthur H. Compton restated the

In the most recent years of its 
century-old . career, Washington 
University has made a number of 
additions to its educational and 
research facilities. Since 1948, on 


the Hilltop campus and in the 
Medical Center, eight new build- 
ings have been erected, and 
ground has been broken for a 
new hospital. 


In 1948, the Henry Edwin Sever 
Memorial Hall for the Sever In- 
stitute of Technology was begun. 
It contains administrative offices 
and research facilities for the 
graduate division of the Schodl 
of Engineering. 

Erected in 1948, the Student 
Activities Building, the only build- 
ing of modern design on the 
campus, is a semi-permanent 
structure providing quarters for 
student organizations and admin- 
istrative offices. Since its com- 
pletion, its modern wall mural 
and abstract statue of red con- 
crete have become campus land- 
marks. 

Two additional units were added 
in 1950-51 to house units of the 
Army and Air Reserve Officers 
Training detachments.

The Renard Hospital is named 
in honor of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
Wallace Renard, whose gifts to 
the university have provided a 
major part of the funds making 
the hospital possible. Half the 
funds have come from the State 
of Missouri under the Hill-Burton 
Act. The seven-story buiJding will 
be located on Audubon avenue, 
about 500 feet east of Kingshigh- 
way boulevard, immediately west 
of the university's clinic building.

‘early years. He was president 
of the corporation from the be- 
ginning until his death in 1887, 
and chancellor from 1871.. At his 
suggestion, the name of Eliot 
Seminary was changed to Wash- 
ington Institute in 1854. Four 
years later the name was changed 
to Washington University. 

Four of the Rev. Mr. Eliot’s 
sons, all of whom are deceased, 
received degrees from the insti- 
tution.

At that time he 
was trying to locate any survivals 
of the Persian fleet which, accord- 
ing to Herodotus, was driven 
against the Kolias Akra after the 
battle of Salamis. Instead of Per- 
sian anchors and masts, however, 
the expedition crew found graves 
of the settlement, many of which 
are under water most of the time, 
as are parts of the paved road. 
Later work will help determine 
whether human bones found over 
the roof slabs of the graves were 
slaves sacrificed over the grave 
of the masters.

but more than that, I want to 
bring out all kinds of things that 
lie buried deep in my heart. 

And now I come to the root of 
the matter, the reason for my 
starting a diary: it is that I have 
no real friend, Let me put it more 
clearly, since no one will believe 
that a girl of 13 feels herself 
quite alone in the world, nor is 
it so. I have darling parents and 
a sister of 16: I know about 30 
people whom one might call 
friends—I have strings of boy 
friends, anxious to catch a 
glimpse of me and who, failing 
that, peep at me through mirrors 
in class. I have relations, aunts 
and uncles, who are darlings, too, 
a good home, no—I don't seem to 
lack anvthing. 

But it’s the same with all my 
friends, just fun and joking, noth- 
ing more. I can never bring mv- 
self to talk of anvthine outside 
the common round. We don't 
seem to be able to get any closer, 
that is the root of the trouble. 
Perhaps I lack confidence. but 
anyway, there it is, a stubborn 
fact and I don’t seem to be able 
to do anything about it. 

Hence, this diary. In order to 
enhance in my mind’s eye the 
picture of the friend for whom I 
have waited so long, I don’t want 
to set down a series of bald facts 
in a diary like most people do, 
but I want this diary itself to be 
my friend, and I shall call my 
friend. Kitty. I will start by 
sketching-in brief the story of 
my life. 

My father was 36 when he mar- 
ried my mother who was then 25. 
My sister Margot was born in 
1926 in Frankfort-on-Vain: I fol- 
lowed on June 12, 1929, and. as 
we are Jewish, we emigrated to 
Holland in 1933, where my father 
was appointed managing director 
of Travies N.V. This firm is in 
close relationship with the firm 
of Kolen & Co. in the same build- 
ing, of which my father is a 
partner. 

The rest of our family, how- 
ever, felt the full impact of Hit- 
ler’s anti-Jewish laws, so life 
wes filled with anxiety. In 1938 
after the pogroms. my two uncles 
(my mother’s brothers) escaped to 
the U.S.A. My old grandmother 
came to us. She was then 73. 

After Mav 1940 good times rap- 
idly fled: first the war, then the 
capitulation, followed by the ar- 
rival of the Germans, which is 
when the sufferings of us Jews 
really began. Anti-Jewish decrees 
followed each other in quick suc- 
cession. Jews must wear a yellow 
star. Jews must hand in their 
bicycles, Jews are banned from 
trams and forbidden to drive. 

Jews are only allowed to do 
their shopping between 3 and 5 
o'clock and then only in shops 
which bear the placard “Jewish 
shop.” Jews must be indoors by 
8 o'clock and cannot even sit in 
their own gardens after that hour. 
Jews are forbidden to visit thea- 
ters, cinemas and other places of 
entertainment. 

So we could not do this and 
were forbidden to do that. But 
life went on in spite of it all. 
Granny died in Jan 1942; no 
one will ever know w much 
the is present in my thoughts and 
ow much I love her still. So far, 
everything ts ali right with the 
four of us, and here I come to 
the present day.

Middle Fork of Black river, then turned aside again on County 
Road A which traces the Ottery creek valley and finally comes 
out on Highway 32, a few miles west of the farm. Although 
it, was Sunday afternoon at the peak of the autumn season, 
there was no traffic along these roads and the countryside 
stretched out around us in a constantly changing panorama of 
color, There are small farm in the valleys where green fields 
we alfalfa flank the streams that run clear in their limestone 
ds, .

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@ WE’D DRIVEN to Van Buren on Saturday night, leaving 
home after the chores were done and crossing Tip-top moun- 
tain below Arcadia just as it turned full dark. Beyond Lester- 
ville we met a young red fox, sniffing along the edge of the 
highway; and a little farther along, a baby opossum which 
stopped dead still in the road as the lights blinded it. Van 
Buren was filled to overflowing with travelers abroad to enjoy 
the fine, mild weather and autumn color. 


Although this mountain town is a favorite recreational 
spot and has ample accommodations for visitors, I expect there 
were late arrivals who had to make several stops before find- 
ing a lodging for the night.

Mike and Chipper made friends with everyone in 
the lobby; for they are privileged characters in Carter 
county and Ben lets us bring them when we visit him. 
They seem to enjoy the change of scene and locale as 
much as anyone; and when we go to bed, they stay 
all night as quietly as mice beside us, paying no atten- 
tion to the barking of the town dogs outside. This is 
in great contrast to their behavior at home where they 
sleep outdoors and almost any sound is enough te 
send Mike roaring off into the night while Chipper 
echoes him from the front gate. 
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@ WE WERE UP EARLY next morning and after a hearty 
breakfast were off for a visit to Possum Hollow, a half-dozen 
miles up Current river from the town, By good luck we were 
able to ford the creeks that lead into our wilderness, though 
the venture would be far safer with a jeep than a car.

HEODORE W, ROTH, who makes a business of finding missing 
heirs to forgotten fortunes, thinks that there are about @ 
million people in the United States with rightful but unpressed 
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living relative, stands to inherit

“f’ve been working on this case 
since last Christmas,” Roth said 


in his office-in a New York sky- . 
scraper at 11 West Forty-second | 


feet tall and pretty much of a 
wanderer. He was last h 
from four years ago and now a 


distant relative is claiming the | 


old man’s estate.” 

Roth has spent 16 of his 36 
years in the heir-hunting business 
and in that time he has located 
hundreds of folks who've re- 
ceived hundreds of thousands of 
dollars they weren’t expecting. 
His biggest case involved a legacy 
of $50,000; his smallest entailed 
the finding of three heirs to a 
forgotten bank account amounting 
to exactly $15.65. 

“Sometimes,” says Roth, “you 
can find an heir simply by look- 
ing in the telephone book. Oth- 
er times you hunt for years and 
never find your man.” 

It was back in 1936 that Roth 
stumbled upon the idea for his 
unusual business. A lawyer friend. 
was talking about a case involv- 
ing a missing heir and Roth got 
to wondering just how much 
money there really was lying 
around the country waiting for 
folks to turn up and claim it. He 
did some research and discovered 
that there were staggering sums, 
mostly in forgotten bank ac- 
counts, stock held in escrow, 
funds: resulting from condemna- 
tion proceedings, uncollected in- 
surance policies and unclaimed 
inheritances, awaiting their right- 
ful owners. 

That started Roth off and, ex- 
cept for a stint as an agent of 
the Army’s Criminal Investiga- 
tion Division in Italy during the 
war, he’s been tracking down the 
heirs to forgotten fortunes ever 


since. 
R cases through the courts, trust 
companies, banks, insurance 
companies, administrators and 
executors of estates, from hunches 
he develops from newspaper 
stories and from private sources. 
“My first case—involving the 
$15.65 in the forgotten bank ac- 
count—netted me the discourag- 
ing sum of $3.95,” the personable 
heir-hunter says. “A banker 
told me about the account and I 
naturally assumed it was of con- 
siderable size. It took me a week 
to gather death records and lo- 
cate the relatives of the deceased 
owner of the account. My $3.95 
hardly covered subway fares.” 
Roth was slight discouraged 
but his faith in his idea of find- 
ing missing heirs was restored 
when his second case brought 
him $400. The case involved 
finding the heir to a sizeable cs- 
tate. The heir turned out to be 
a Brooklyn pbootlegger doing 
business under an assumed name. 
Since then Roth has found heirs 
to. more than $500,000, which ex-

Two of Roth's cases involved 
people on relief. Both heirs stood 
to inherit a few thousand dollars 
each from forgotten relatives but 
each refused to accept his inheri- 
tance. Each figured his relief 
checks were a sure thing that 
would last a long time and didn’t 
want to trade off a steady income 
for a few thousand in cash. 

Right now in Roth’s office there 
is a list of 18 cases on which he 
has investigators working. The 
cases represent about $4,325,000 
waiting to be claimed by missing 
heirs. 

“Take the case of Jeremiah 
Miller as a typical one,” Roth 
suggests, “We know that there is 
an estate of $100,000 waiting for 
his heirs and so far this is what 
I've been able to uncover, I know 
that Jeremiah Miller was born 
around in Ireland, married 
Helen Hennessey and came to the 
United States. I have never been 
able to prove where Jeremiah 
died, and I do not know whether 
he had any brothers or sisters. 
But I do know that he had a son, 
David Miller, who was a Civil 
War veteran and was mustered 
out of the service in November, 
1866, in North Carolina and that 
David came to New York where 
his father Jeremiah lived on the 
lower East Side. I know that 
David had some children but they 
all died without issue. I do not 
know whether David was the only 
child of Jeremiah but if there 
were brothers and sisters then 
their heirs stand to inherit the 
$100,000, since none of David's 
children left children of their 
own.” 

Another of the cases on which 
Roth is working is that~of the 
missing Mrs. H. A. Campbell.

Roth explains. “I know that she

CCASIONALLY Roth runs

on their agreement to pay his 
fee out of their inheritance. 

“Last year,” he said, “I closed 
a $32,000 case after months of 
tedious investigation. This $32,- 
000 was in an estate to which no 
one could find a single heir. I 
took over and after months of 
work found that there was one 
rightful heir—a woman living 
here in New York on relief. At 
the first hearing her claim was 
disallowed, but ] pitched in again 
and finally dug up her baptismal 
record and eventually she was 
awarded the $32,000. In view of 
the amount of work on the case, 
I set my fee at one-third of the 
amount. She refused to honor 
the agreement she had signed and 
I took the case to court. The en- 
suing publicity started an investi- 
gation by the New York Depart- 
ment of welfare and it was dis- 
covered that she was receivirg 
relief without being entitled to it. 
She had to repay $3000 she had 
collected in relief plus her law- 
yer’s fee and my fee, too.” 

If you think you'd never be 
lucky enough to be a missing 
heir, Roth says you may be wrong. 
He says the odds are about one to 
150 that you are one of some l1,- 
000,000 Americans who have 
money coming to them but don’t 
know it. You might even be one 
of the missing heirs being sought 
in connection with the accompany- 
ing list of waiting fortunes.

DONORA, Pa., Oct. 18. 


UGUST CHAMBON, heavy- 
A cet. good--natured French- 
American who fills the office 
of burgess, which is the equiva- 
lent of mayor in this Pennsyl- 
vania mill town some 26 miles 
south of Pittsburgh, takes his job 
seriously. But he received a letter 
from a housewife recently which 
made him burst out laughing. 
“Why,” the woman wrote with 
obvious indignation, ‘“‘should peo- 
ple be permitted to burn leaves 
and trash within the city limits 
and smoke up our town?” 


Chambon laughed because it 
seemed incredible that anyone 
should be complaining about 
smoking up, of all places, the 
town of Donora. 


Yet as Chambon looked out his 
office window and saw, through 
the clear October air, the still 
green grass and the foliage on 
the trees on the hillside across 
the Monongahela river, he re- 
flected that nothing could more 
dramatically point up the change 
which has taken place in Donora 
than a complaint about the smoke 
from burning leaves. 


Because Donora, you may re- 
call, is the little steel town where, 
just four years ago, the smoke 
and fog, hanging so thickly over 
the town that it turned day into 
night, killed 20 people in one 
weekend and left some 5000 
others sick with respiratory ail- 
ments. The town’s only claim to 
fame was the smog which had 
deviled the town for years, kill- 
ing vegetation and finally, peopie. 

Today you can stand at one end 
of Donora’s main street and see 
to the other end. In the old days 
you couldn't see to the end of 
the next block. The grass is 
green and the hillsides, which 
were beginning to erode as the 
vegetation disappeared, are com- 
ing to life again. 


The 16 smokestacks of the 
American Steel and Wire Co., a 
division of the U.S. Steel Corp., 
which stand between the town and 
the river, now expel only hot air 
instead of smoke, because the 
company is burning gas instead 
of coal. And the two blast fur- 
naces, which formerly deposited 
tons of soot and iron ore dust on 
the town every day, now reclaim 
and wash these materials and put 
them right back into the blast 
furnace. It cost U.S. Steel more 
than $1,000,000 to do it, but the 
saving realized through reclaimed 
material will in time more than 
pay for the cost. The benefits of 
the health and welfare of the peo- 
ple of Donora can’t be measured. 

As a consequence there is a 
new feeling between Donora and 
its chief industry. As Jake Cox, 
superintendent of the mill, puts 
it, “I can walk around town now, 
and people smile and shake hands 
with me.” There was a time when 
Jake found it better not even to 
walk around town. 
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ONORA, a town of 12,500 peo- 
D ple, has a history that is also 

the history of the mill. When 
the American Steel and Wire Co. 
was started around the turn of 
the century, the town of Donora 
sprang up beside it. It is esti- 
mated that 65 per cent of the men 
in Donora work in the mill, and 
90 per cent of the population is 
dependent on it. The mill is not 
only Donora’s chief industry, it’s 
also the only industry. 

For some 30 years the people 
of Donora had noticed a steady 
decrease in vegetation in certain 
sections of the town, and in some 
spots all vegetation was dead. 
They knew this conditicn was 
caused by fumes and iron ore dust 
and smoke from the mill, not to 
mention .the smoke from steam 
boats and railroad engines, both 
of which, until recently, used 


shrubs and fruit 


which the town is built, washed 
away the topsoil and in some spots 
seemed to threaten the town 
itself. It more than threatened 
the dead. In Gilmore cemetery 
grasses and flowers died and 
burial lots were washed away and 
monuments tumbled over. 


The residents of Donora, most 
of them first and second genera- 
tion Americans of Italian. Hun- 
garian, Austrian, Polish, Russian 
and Spanish stock, noticed that 
they too were sickened, especially 
at certain times of the year when 
the fog, which hangs naturally 
over the valley, would become 
heavy with smoke and fumes and 
wrap itself around the town like 
a smothering blanket of poison. 

But the people suffered in 
silence, for the most part, be- 
cause their jobs depended on the 
mill. Even when the Donora 
Herald-American demanded that

something be done about the 
smoke problem, the people felt 
the editor was treading on dan- 
gerous ground. 

“Do you want to make this a 
ghost town by forcing the mill to 
move out of Donora?” they said. 
And since the town depends on 
the mill, even the CIO steel work- 
ers’ union was reluctant to com- 
plain too strongly. 

Then came the autumn of 1948 
—just four years ago this month 
—-when it became plain that the 
Donora smog could be as deadly, 
at least to many elderly persons, 
as a gas chamber. 
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IRCUMSTANCES combined to 
C bring the situation to a head. 

A dense, seasonal fog hung 
over Donora and_ surrounding 
country. This was not unusual. 
But this time’ no breeze came 
along, as had always happened, to 
brush the fog away. Warm air 
hung over it, holding the fog near 
the ground. The surrounding hills 
keep out any moving air, creating 
what meteorologists call an “anti- 
cyclone,” a condition in which air 
is pinned in one area. 

So the fog hung there and 
gathered each day’s accumulation 
of fumes, smoke and iron ore 
dust. A report made later by 
the United States Public Health 
Service estimated the daily dis- 
charge into the air over Donora 
at more than 128,000 pounds of 
soot, which was composed of sul- 
phur dioxide, zinc, lead, iron ore, 
cadmium, nitrogen oxides, chlo- 
ride and fluoride—as well as 
870,000 pounds of carbon monox-

ide and 1,900,000 pounds of car- 
bon dioxide. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 27, 1948, 
the smoke was so thick in Do- 
nora that the street lights were 
kept on all day and motorists 
could hardly see where they were 
going, even with their head- 
lights on. 

The next day the fog lifted 
slightly, but on Friday it settled 
down worse than ever. 

On Friday evening a stream of 
elderly people started making 


their way to the doctors’ offices. 
They complained they couldn't 
breathe. That night and within 
the next few days, 20 persons 
died. Said Dr. William J. Ron- 
gaus, an outspoken young Do- 
nora physician: “They were mur- 
dered.” Subsequent surveys 
showed that at least 6000 resi- 
dents of Donora and the sur- 
rounding countryside had been 
made ill. 

After the disaster, damage 
suits totaling more than half a 


million dollars were filed against 
the steel and wire mill, and al- 
though United States Steel, the 
parent company, refused to ad- 
mit responsibility, it settled the 
damage suits out of court, and 
get about to correct:the situation. 

The company’s new air-washing 
system now reclaims tons of ma- 
terials which used to coat the 
houses and streets of Donora, as 
well as the lungs of the residents.

VERY day, as it has done for 

many years, the mill puts into 

its two huge blast furnaces 
1400 tons of coke, 2000 tons of 
iron ore, 550 tons of limestone. 
Every minute of the day 12,000 
cubic feet of smoke is discharged 
from the blast furnaces. In the 
old days, even though it was put 
through two settling tanks, the 
smoke carried tons of soot out 
over the town and surrounding 
countryside. 

Now this smoke after going 
through the two settling tanks, 
goes into a washing tower where 
it is forced upward through 
thousands of gallons of clear wa- 
ter. As the smoke goes through the 
water, the dust settles to the bot- 
tom. Mixed with water it is con- 
veyed to a huge circular tank 
which uses some 9,000,000 gal- 
lons of Monongahela river water 
a day. 

As the dust and water is 
pumped into the huge, shallow 
tank with a slightly conical bot- 
tom, it is stirred slowly to allow 
dust to settle to the bottom, the 
clear water to rise to the top. 
When the water overflows the 


top of the tank and back to the 
river it is as clean as when it 
left. What comes out of the bot- 
tom of the tank is a sludge as 
heavy and dark as chocolate syrup. 
This is caught and, after under- 
going certain refining processes, 
goes back into the blast furnaces, 
because this sludge is about 50 
per cent iron ore. Some 80 to 90 
tons of sludge are recovered every 
day, and with iron ore costing, 
at present, about $10 a ton, this 
represents considerable saving. 


“It’s the most modern instal- 
Jation of its kind in the country,” 
said Superintendent Cox, as he 
proudly escorted us through the 
mill and explained its operation. 
“It recovers about four times as 
much flue dust as the old sys- 
tem, so besides helping Donora, 
it reclaims huge amounts of steel- 
making material we used to lose.” 
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66 ERCHANTS used to come 
Mou in the morning,” said 
Chambon, “and sweep 

away the night's accumulation. 
Then they would have to sweep it 


away again in the evening. You ° 


could see it shining on the side- 
walks and you could feel it and 
taste it in the air. But not any 
more. It’s a wonderful job of co- 
operation.” 


The gratitude of the housewife 
was expressed by Mrs. William 
Murdoch, who was hanging out a 
large washing in her backyard. “I 
used to try to wait until the wind 


was blowing toward the mill be- . 


fore I could hang up my clothes,” 
she explained, “and even then 
they Might come down looking 
like they were gray instead of 
white. But now I can hang them 
out any time.” 


Houses have taken on a new 
look, too. For many years Donora 
residents either did not paint 
them, or, if they did, painted 
them a dark, drab color that 
wouldn't show the soot. Now 
many houses are blossoming out 
in white paint. 


Tom Kane, who owns a restau- 
rant on the main business street, 
and who has been a resident of 
Donora for 38 years, was fairly 
bursting with civic pride at the 
change. 

“Oh, I was discouraged,” he ad- 
mits, “back in 1948. Everyone was. 
Some people were moving away 
—a lot of people were talking 
about it. But now, I tell you, Do- 
nora is a new town. For the first 
time in the 38 years I’ve been 
here, ‘the town has a new dress. 
By that I mean green grass on the 
hills and leaves on the trees. Do- 
nora is now the best town in the 
valley.” 


Which is why Chambon was~ 


amused when he showed me the 
letter from the woman who was 
upset about the burning leaves. 

“To think,” he said, “that this 
is all they have to complain 
about now.” 


Getting 


Back to Earth's Surface From Space 


Platform

UPPOSE, just for a moment, 

that man has solved some of 

the great difficulties of space 
travel and has managed to build 
a platform which is circling 
steadily around the earth. 


Getting back from that plat- 
form is going to be one of the 
world’s most difficult problems. 

Oddly enough, the return trip— 
let’s say it's going to be made in 
a “ferry” rocket—will use power 
to slow up, not to push forward. 
The rocket will carry fuel for 
braking purposes only. 

To put it briefly, the ferry 
rocket must drop away from the 
space platform and thereafter de- 
celerate until ay Sygeene: earth. 

* * 


NATURALLY, to plan a return 


using forward-firing rockets alone 


requires tremendous braking pow- 
er and a huge amount of fuel. But 
the trouble is the fuel must first 
be carried from earth to the plat- 
form, and every pound that’s car- 
ried requires hundreds of pounds 
of fuel to get it there. 


The only good method seems 
to be to plan a flight path which 
allows the friction of the earth's 
atmosphere to slow the ferry rock- 
et so it eventually glides to earth 
like a conventional airplane. 

This method of “braking el- 
lipses” has been investigated and 
it’s highly probable that the first 
return to earth will be in an 
extra long glide. 

Dr. Wernher von: Braun. tech- 
nical director, Army Ordnance 
Guided Missile Development 
Group, has computed the return 
of a ferry rocket. He argues that 
while it may get very hot, the 
heat can be accommodated easily 


using special heat resistance steels 
for the hull. 

The path which the ferry would 
travel involves a 120-minute cir- 
cular orbit starting 1070 miles 
above the earth. The ferry, weigh- 
ing about 30 tons at getaway and 
about 25 tons on landing, would 
start off with a speed of almost 
16,000 miles an hour and land 
with a speed of only 65 miles an 
hour—much lower than our jets 
and comparable to the landing 
speed of regular airliners. 
mile mark friction braking by the 
atmosphere begins—but friction 
generates heat. In a matter of 

Getting the ferry from the 
space station to the proper ap- 
proach path requires critical man- 
euvering. To get into an approach 
ellipse the ferry would have to 
lose speed—roughly 1000 miles an 
hour. Since there is no atmos- 
phere where this braking must be 


done, the rocket must carry fuel 
to provide the initial braking 
power. As the figures show, this 
means about 20 per cent of the 


return ferry’s weight will be fuel. 


As the ferry continues toward 
the earth again there will be an 
increase in speed and at the in- 
stant the ferry is at perigee (the 
point in the approach path or 
ellipse closest to the earth) the 
speed will have increased to 18,- 
500 miles an hour.

The subdivision, in which some 
construction already is Gnder way 
and in which one home has been 
completed and sold, will consist 
of 50 acres: of ground on the 
west side of Florissant road in 
Ferguson, opposite the now well- 
known Pembroke subdivision. 

Joseph H, Vatterott, past presi- 
dent of the Home Builders As 
sociation of St. Louis, is the de- 
veloper and bhilder of the sub- 
division, called Ferguson Hills. 
The homes have been designed 
by Architect George A. Winkler 
in two and three bedroom styles, 
one-story ranchers with full base- 
ments and attached garages. 

Construction is concrete, brick 
and frame, with fireplace. 

There are two innovations in 
the construction, probably equal- 
ly significant. All of the homes 
are to be air-conditioned with an 
engineered system involving the 
heating unit, the air-conditioning 
unit, duct work and baseboard 
air outlets. All are to be finished 
on the inside with laminated dry- 
wall construction.

Cornerstones 
Ceremony Held 


The cornerstones of a new 
chapel and of a new convales- 
cent wing of St. Agnes Home in 
Kirkwood, both buildings gifts 
to the home under the will of 
Mrs. Katharene Fruin Colnon, 
were blessed and laid by Arch- 
bishop Joseph E. Ritter at 3 
p.m. yesterday.

——| the dogwood foliage. In the Mis- 
souri Ozarks wooded hillsides are 
aglow with flaming leaves of 
sugar maple, oaks, and sassafras, 
and are lighted with fiery bea- 
cons of the black gum. 

Yet here and there may be seen 
evidence of injury from the long 
drouth. Leaves of many hickories 
turned brown, instead of gold, 
and some of the dogwoods. are 
drab and wilted. 

The dry weather which started 
in late spring continued with 
scant relief through the summer 
and into autumn. By mid-October 
the rainfall deficiency for the 
year was nearly nine inches, and 
‘the ground was so hard and dry 
that several days of steady, gentle 
rain will be needed to restore 
moisture to the soil. 

Fortunately, deciduous - plants 


do not require much water at this 
season, when .top growth has 
stopped for the year. Yet the 
roots of many perennials, shru 
and trees continue to work 
long as the soil temperature re- 
mains above freezing, and they 
will suffer from hunger and 
thirst in the bone dry soil. 


Broad-leaved evergreens and. 


conifers like yews, pines, spruce 
and hemlocks, have an even great- 
er need for moisture, for théir 
roots must continue to supply wa- 
ter te the leaf factories. Plantings 
of evergreens should be checked 
in late November, to be sure that 
moisture has penetrated to a 
depth of at least eight to 12 
inches. A thick mulch of leaves 
or leaf compost will 
helpful, for it will prevent ex- 
cess evaporation, and at. the 
same time previde insulation se 
that roots can obtain moisture 
during freezing weather.

PAINTING WITH) LIGHT 


St. Lovisan's Phantomobile Shows Color in Changing Patterns 


By GEORGE McCUE

HE MOBILE, an art form that has 

been developed only within the 

last couple of decades, is being 
experimented with by Fred Dreher, St. 
Louis artist, as a means of “painting” 
with light.’ Mobiles have been defined 
as moving sculpture. They are assem- 
blies of sheet metal and colored sheet 
plastic, suspended from wire and coun- 
terbalanced so that they can be put 
in motion by a touch or a breeze. In 
the course of several years of design- 
ing and constructing mobiles, Dreher 
became increasingly aware that the 
shadows cast by the slowly moving 
forms are not only an important fea- 
ture in exhibiting & mobile but have , 
expressiveness in themselves. 

An outgrowth of this special in- 
terest is the ‘‘phantomobile,” in which 
the mobile itself is. concealed from 
view and only the shadows are seen. 
Dreher constructed two phantomobiles 
for his recent one-man exhibit at the 
Artists’ Guild galleries, and they nearly 
stole the show from his other displays. 

Each unit has its own translucent 
screen. Colored images are projected 
on*it from the rear by directing the 
beam of a spotMght through a pair of 
mobiles made of colored sheets of 
plastic, kept in slow motion by an 
electric fan. 

On the screen, the spectator sees 
color patterns forming and dissolving, 
drifting into view, turning and reced- 
ing in an endless variety of combina- 
tions, and against a subtly changing 
background of color. Watching this 
in a darkened room, the viewer is 
likely, in a moment or two, to experi- 
ence a curiously detached feeling, as 
though he, himself, were floating about 
a nebulously defined orbit in space. 

Dreher, who teaches painting at 
John Burroughs School, devotes his 
own time entirely to mobiles. He de- 
veloped the or in two years 
of work in his garage studio.

A map of the 
expressways talked about at St. Louis also 
is fascinating in its ties. The dif- 
ference is that out in Los Angeles they are 
doing something about it—boldly. If they 
weren't, it is highly questionable whether 
Los Angeles could cope with today’s motor 
traffic and the undoubtedly greater volume 
that soon will throng its pavements. 

If St. Louis had freeways relatively as 
good as those of Los Angeles, the motorist 
here could drive downtown easily, safely 
and legally in about 10 minutes — 
Washington University, Carondelet k 
or Baden—each about six miles out. 

More than 48 miles of the Los 
freeways are in use now. Active work is 
under on about 109 miles more— 
largely actual construction, but partly in 
the stage of acquiring the broad rights-of- 
way while the getting is still relatively 


good. In addition, there are many miles’ 


of prospective routes on which necessary 
agreements have been made between the 
state and the local authorities or on which 

reliminary engineering is under way to 
fix locations. The state is building the 
roads. 

At least $200,000,000 has been in- 
vested so far in Los Angeles freeways. 
Most of this is state highway money, ob- 
tained through the gasoline tax. In gen- 
eral, there has been little money put into 
the program by the Federal Government 
or the municipalities, although they did 
share in some early phases. One excep- 
tion is a $10,000,000 job being done by 
Long Beach to extend one expressway 1.6 
miles to its harbor. Another is 
a 3.6-mile route for which the Navy paid 
$14,000,000 in wartime to cross a maze “ 
railroad tracks and streams to its Termina 
Island yard in on. This road in- 
cludes a big bascule bridge. E for 
this N route and the pioneer 
Seco Par between Los Angeles and 
Pasadena, virtually all of the expressways 
have been built in the seven years since 
World War IL. 


In downtown Les Angeles a visitor 
has the sensation of seeing evidences of 
the expressways, in existence or under 
construction, at almost every turn. They 
will eventually surround the central dis- 
trict. They are easy to enter or leave, ex- 
cept for occasional rush-time jams where 
old connecting streets form bottlenecks. 
They are easy to drive on, and well 
marked with large, clear direction signs. 
Adequate merging lanes are provided, so 
that entering traffic does not have any 
old-fashioned STOP signs to observe or 
ignore. 

Speed on the freeways is limited by 
state law to 55 miles an hour, but faster 
speeds are tolerated where the road is 
open. All the routes are of at least six 
lanes—three to a roadway—and two major 
routes have eight lanes. The roadways 
in opposing directions are adequately sep- 
arated to prevent head-on crashes. Sta- 
tistics show far fewer collisions and fatal 
accidents on a group of the than 
on two of the major city streets.

NE OF THE busiest branches of the St. Louis Public Library 
is also the least known. Its collection contains not a single 
printed book, and few persons visit the place. Yet it circu- 

lates 40,000 volumes a year among 2000 regular borrowers who 
write or telephone for the books they want and who receive and 
return them by mail at Government expense. 

The Wolfner Library for the Blind at 3844 Olive street, operated 
and maintained by the St. Louis Public Library, is the Government 
distributing library for the blind in Missouri and Kansas. Its col- 
lection consists of 30,000 volumes in Braille and 10,000 “talking 
books"; the latter present written material in oral form on phono- 
graph records. Because most blind persons are unable to read 
Braille, the library's circulation is predominantly in talking books. 

Most of the talking books, covering 6500 titles ranging from 
the Bible to Daphne DuMaurier’s “My.Cousin Rachel,” consist of 
18 long-playing phonograph records. Each plays 15 minutes to 
a side, making one book nine hours long. Most popular, by far,

e St. Louis Public Library's service for the blind started in 
1924 with a few Braille books, grew gradually until 1935 when the 
Government, through the Library of Congress, began issuing talk- 
ing books free of charge. The service then expanded rapidly, and 
in 1938 the Henry L. Wolfner branch, named for the late St. Louis 
eye specialist, was established in its own building. Purchased and 
equipped with funds raised by public subscription, the building 
was deeded to the Library Board, which agreed to operate and 
maintain it. Since then the Wolfner branch has grown steadily 
in books and borrowers. Its talking books are credited not only 
with providing entertainment. and information for the visually han- 
dicapped, but with helping many newly blind persons over the 
psychological hump of reconciling themselves to their disability. 
Like the rest of the library system, the Wolfner branch is threat- 
ened with curtailment of service unless a proposed library tax in- 
crease is voted in the November 4 election.

@ During the war, Mrs. McMillin 
packed parachutes as a WAC 
sergeant. Since, she has worked 


as a Wall St. secretary, making 
only a few jumps each year. Her 
outside time has been devoted to 
the Wall St. Post, American 
Legion and to boys’and girls’clubs. 

But, in 1947, Russia said a 
woman named Elena Vladismyka 
bailed out at 27,672 feet. As a re- 
sult, ‘‘Mama Marie,’’ as her 
grandchildren call her, can’t rest 
easy. 

She has one burning ambition: 
to meet Elena Vliadismyka (if 
there is such a woman) in a neu- 
tral country, and just see who can 
make the longest jump. =

Are You ‘Breaking Your 


SALESMAN in his early 40’s, discouraged 
and unhappy, walked into a doctor's 
office in New York City. 

“For years,” he said, “I’ve had ter- 

rible backaches. I haven’t been able 

to.work as much as I should. And I know I’m 
getting on my wife's nerves. 

“Can you help me?” 

The doctor gave the salesman a thorough 
examination. He found that the salesman's 
hip and back muscles were weak. 

So he prescribed a program of exercises. 

Morning and night, the salesman exercised 
at home. In three months, his muscles gained 
strength. The pain started to ease off. 

In three more months, his muscles were 
normal. The pain was gone. 

Today, that salesman is happier than he’s 
been in a decade. And, he's earning more 
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money than ever before in his life. 

A medical miracle? 
@ No. But it’s one of hundreds of cases in an 
outstanding backache research program —a 
program that may affect the way you sit, 
stand, sleep or work. 
@ That research is also important because 
backache is almost as common as the sniffles. 
@ Under Dr. Allen S. Russek, the program to 
dig into the mysteries of the back has been 
going on for a year and a half at the Institute 
of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation, a 
unit of the New York University-Bellevue 
Medical Center. The Institute has a consulta- 
tion service for especially complex cases. 

Here are the doctors’ findings: 

First, about 60 percent of all backaches are 
caused by stress and strain. 

About 30 percent are caused by fatigue of 


back muscles. 

The remainder are caused by other illnesses 
such as ulcers, kidney trouble, tumors—or by 
“structural defects” in the back. 

If you think that people who do heavy 
work get backache most often, you’re wrong. 


Don’t Strain Yourself 


HEY'RE USED to lifting heavy things and 
pulling them around. Back pain isn’t 
usually associated wth what kind of work 
you do, but rather how fit you are to do it. 
So the majority of “stress and strain” cases 
are “weekend athletes” and overanxious gar- 
deners who knock themselves out on the first 
nice spring day. 
There’s a silver lining in the stress and 
Strain cloud. Did you know that most of these 


. of Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation. 


Back’? 


“Monday morning” cases recover spontane- 
ously—without medical care? But that still 
leaves millions of backaches that don’t. 

And did you know that: 
@® More men than women get backaches? 
That’s partly because men overextend them- 
selves working 40 or more hours a week. 
@ Also, the fact that women wear girdles and 
Corsets helps them avoid backache. Girdles 
and corsets tend to spread strain evenly over 
the whole back. 
@ Fat people are more likely to get backache 
than thin people. Often, a fat person’s stom- 
ach muscles are weak—and his back muscles 
try to make up for that weakness. That’s one 
way back muscles get sensitive. 

Short, muscular people are better equipped 
to do heavy work than tall people. 

That’s because tall people have more lever-

age in their backs—so there’s more chance to 
injure back muscles. 

Most back pains occur in the lower part of 
the back. That’s because of leverage, too. 

If you pick up a 20-pound suitcase, the 
equivalent of 300 pounds of tension passes 
through the tendons down low in your back. 

And here are a few other things you may not 
be aware of: 

That so-called “sacroiliac condition” you've 
heard so much about: it’s overrated. 

Actually, it rarely causes “low back” pain. 

What is often called sacroiliac can be traced 
to something else in the back. 


The “Slipped Disc” 


HERE'S A new ray of hope, too, if you suf- 
[ter from a “slipped disc.” 

Those discs in your back are “shock 
absorbers” between bones. A disc can collapse 
if you strain your back—or even if you don’t. 

If that happens, inflammation and irrita- 
tion may result. Often, rest, and traction with 
proper bed supports will end disc troubles. 

But if surgery is necessary, your chances are 
about three to one that a disc operation will 
be a success. 

@® While worry and emotional factors may not 
be a cause of backache, they’re important. 
@® An emotionally-disturbed person who 
strains his back may have pains a lot longer 
than an emotionally stable person who hurts 
his back. 

One case on file shows that a woman had a 
successful back operation, but the pain per- 
sisted. When a psychiatrist helped her with 
her personal troubles, the pain disappeared. 

A good deal of information has been turned 
up on ways to avoid back pain. 


HOW SHOULD YOU SIT? 


Sitting in any one position for a long pe- 
riod, say an hour or more, is dangerous. 

It can make the low back muscles sensitive. 

If you have a “sitting job,” change positions 
in the seat every so often. It’s easy to do that 
without changing your work position. Get up 
and walk around once in a while. That will 
take the tension off your back muscles. 


What's ‘‘Correct?’’ 


CTUALLY, a “sitting” desk job is harder on 
the back than a sitting job at a machine. 
At the machine, your arm movements 
distribute the strain evenly through your 
body. At a desk job, leaning forward in your 
seat all day tends to concentrate the strain 
on your lower back. 

There is no “correct” way to sit. You should 
sit the way you’re most comfortable. If you 
make a special effort to sit a certain way you 
may be setting backache machinery in motion. 


HOW SHOULD YOU SLEEP? 


To avoid back muscle strain when you're in 
bed, make sure that your hip, knee and foot 
muscles are slightly bent and relaxed. 

Even your back should be slightly bent. 

Your bed should be relatively firm. You 
won’t be able to relax your muscles in a soft, 
sagging bed. A firm bed makes possible com- 
fort without muscular effort. 


HOW SHOULD YOU WORK (in jobs other than 
those requiring all-day sitting) ? 

The trunk of your body should be relaxed. 
Your arms should be free. Be conscious of your 
posture. But, again, don’t make a “muscular 
effort” to stand a certain way. ; 

If you know you stand incorrectly but the 
incorrect posture is comfortable, keep stand- 
ing that way! But do postural exercises under 
a doctor's care to save the muscles from undue 
fatigue and strain. 

If you have to bend all day in your job, take 
a few seconds off once in a while to straighten 
up and rest your back muscles. 

@® One of the Institute’s cases, a refrigerator 
repair man learned that lesson only after five 
weeks of terrible back pain. 

® He had to get down under and around re- 
frigerators all day. But when he took a few 
minutes (spaced through the day) to stretch, 
his pain stopped. : 

It’s a fallacy to think that no matter how 
hard you work in the office, you can relax suf- 
ficiently once you get home. 

If that were true, people would never have 
backaches at home. You must take a few min- 
utes during the work day to rest. You’ll be more 
efficient on the job if you do. 


WHAT ABOUT THEIR BACKS?

@® Hot pads and massage are not “cures” for 
backache. They only relieve pain and prepare 
the patient for the doctor’s treatment of the 
actual causes. 

@ Backache should not linger on endlessly! 
Recovery from backache (in most categories) 
should take place in a reasonable length of 
time. If it doesn’t, a team of specialists may be 
the only hope for finding the real, underlying 
causes.(If you have a backache, be sure to get 
a thorough physical exam.) 

And finally, the doctors report: 

More than 30 percent of all people have 
bone and joint structure in their backs that is 
not normal. 

These people were born with the abnor- 
mality. 

@ The fact that their backs are different 
should cause most of them no difficulty 
throughout their lives. 

That is true as long as they don’t strain or 
injure their backs. If they do injure their 
backs, doctors may have to resort to surgery. 

So whether you’re in the 30 percent “abnor- 
mal” group or the 70 percent “normal”,.take it 
easy on your back—it’s a sensitive creature. 
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Ir ! Before It Starts!

working up my new book 

on etiquette, I was asked 
fre quently: 

“Just what are the really im- 
portant rules of good manners?” 

If you can honestly answer, 
“Yes,” to the 10 questions above, 
then you've mastered , Manners. 
They cover the most frequent so- 
cial errors I see around me today. 
@® In a nation like the United 
States, it is impossible to dictate 
the details of proper etiquette. 
@ Manners vary between small 
towns and big cities, between 
North and South and among the 
many new Americans here from 
foreign lands. 

But I find these rules useful 
everywhere. Some reflect recent 
trends. Many are faithful, old 
standbys. 

1. A gentleman never offers to 


shake hands with a lady unless 


she indicates by extending her 
hand that she wishes to shake 
hands with him. There is very 
little hand-shaking between men 
and women and even less be- 
tween women in American soci- 
ety. The bow is much more usual. 

One exception: always shake 
hands with the host and hostess 
when entering or leaving their 
home. 

2. A new problem is what to 
do when you arrive in the midst 
of a television show that others 
are obviously enjoying. The con- 
siderate guest will watch the pro- 
gram without trying to engage 
the family in conversation until 
it is over. 

3. In talking to acquaintances 
aman should refer to his wife as 
“my wife.” With close friends he 
may call her “Betty,” and with 
strangers, “Mrs. Green.” But he 
should never say “the wife.” 

4. Smoking at the tabie is tol- 
erated by some hostesses — but 
only at the end of the meal. It is 
downright bad manners, of 
course, to go to the table with a 
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MAN SHOULD get out of vehicle first 
and assist lady down with his hand. 
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lighted cigarette or to smoke between courses. 

5, Aman kissing a lady on the street in greeting 
or farewell should remove his hat, no matter what 
the weather. He should be especially careful to 
observe this courtesy with his wife or daughter. 

@, Even a sophisticated diner today may retrieve 
bits of food by using his knife in his left hand as a 
pusher, combining American and European eating 
style. The completely American way is to use a bit 
of bread as a pusher. 

7. Men, who believe that ladies should always go 
first, are often confused about alighting from a 
vehicle. In this case, the man always goes first, then 
turns and assists the lady with his hand not his arm. 

8. Again, the man should go first into a restau- 
rant unless there is an attendant to open the door 
for her. If there is no hostess or captain, the man 
should also go first to and from the table. An 
escorted lady should never be left to make her way 
through a restaurant alone. 

9g, Making up in public is permissible. Anything 
too technical—such as hair-combing, mascara- 
applying, painting of lips or application of pancake 
make-up-—is taboo. A light dusting of powder and an 
unobtrusive reapplication of lipstick are acceptable. 

10. Men should be introduced to women (unless 
they are clergymen, the President, or old and dis- 
tinguished). Younger women are introduced to 
older ones; younger men are introduced to older 
men. Best reply to introduction: “How do you do?”
